and silk. Her black veil was embroid¬ 
ered with gold and silver filigree. 

When visiting in the royal palace 
she said she had to wear a gown 
with a twelve foot train. Born in Scot¬ 
land, Mrs. Storm was educated at 
Randolph Macon, University of Tir- 
gini$ and received her Ph.D degree 
from Cornell. For two terms she 
taught in the University of Shanghai 
and upon her marriage to Dr. Harold 
Storm, went with him to Arabia. As 
a registered nurse, she is engaged in 
medical evangelism. 

She told how she and Dr. Storm 
got their first opportunity to go into 
the interior because of a smallpox 
epedemic ten years ago. They were 
taken to vaccinate the king and his 
four wives, their children and slaves. 
They moved from Sheik’s tent to 
Sheik’s tent until they had vaccinat¬ 
ed between 1200 and 1500 persons. 
They were not allowed to vaccinate 
the common villagers, however. 

They served for some time in Qua- 
tar (pronounced gutter) where they 
ministered to the ruler of that terri¬ 
tory. After ten years he told Dr. 
Storm. “I will build you a hospital 
for my people.” On the day the hos¬ 
pital opened Dr. Storm read the Bible 
to the patients, the first tim« the 
word of God had ever been read in 
that section. After the Sheik's 
daughter safely gave birth to a son 
In the new hospital, having lost eight 
others at birth, the Sheik gave a well 
and a pump, an electric generating 
system and X-ray equipment for the 
hospital. 

Although many converts are put to 
death in Arabia, the people are learn¬ 
ing that all good things have come 
with the Christian missionaries—the 
healing of their bodies, the rejoicing 
of their hearts and a measure of free¬ 
dom they have never known. 

On Wednesday morning Mrs. Craw¬ 
ley led the devotional from the sub¬ 
ject, “With Fervent Prayer.”

"Thirteen States Increase Mis¬ 
sion Gifts Over 1949." Thirteen state* 
gave more to Southwide Cooperative 
Program objects the first two month* 
in 1950 than in the same period In 1949., 
according to E>r. Duke K. McCall, execu¬ 
tive secretaryy for the Southern Baptist 
Convention Executive Committee. 

The table shows that Mississippi was 
not one of the thirteen states showing 
an increase. In January and February 
of 1946 Mississippi Baptists gave $46,- 
436 with the division 55% statewide and 
46% Southwide, whereas In January and 
February 1960 Mississippi Baptists gave 
$43,561 with the division 50% statewide 
and 50% Southwide. This amounted to 
a decrease in $2,877.59 although there 
had been an increase in Southwide per¬ 
centage distribution from 45% to 50%. 
This means that our gifts to the Co¬ 
operative Program have been less 
The Orphanage shales in the distribu¬ 
tive gifts through the Cooperative Pro¬ 
gram.

Woman's Convention 
Was A Great Success 

From Tuesday night, March 14 
to noon Thursday, March 16 the 
Baptist State WMU was in session 
at Calvary Church, Jackson. The 
largest crowd in the history of the 
Mississippi WMU was present and 
from all sections of the state. Most 
of the time it was “standing room 
only.” 

It is probable that 1949 shows 
the greatest activity, growth 
and contributions ever made by 
Woman’s Missionary Union. The 
larger part of their contributions 
went to Home and Foreign Mis¬ 
sions, since the cause of missions 
lies close to the heart of the good 
women. In fact, it is well known 
by most of us that during deprea- 
sion days. Foreign Missions would 
have gone under but for their 
heroic efforts. 

According to Miss Fdwina Rob¬ 
inson, executive secretary of the 
Mississippi WMU there are now 
2,406 organizations in the state. 
This is a gain of 147 for the year. 
There are now 167 full graded 
unions in the state, a gain of four 
for the year. The State Mission 
week of prayer yielded $36,211, a 
gain of $587 over 1948. The Home 
Mission week of prayer brought a 
total of $49,447, a gain of $7,947 
and the Lottie Moon Foreign Mis¬ 
sion Offering totaled $75,032. 
Among other gifts, we note $9,000 
for the WMU Building at Birming¬ 
ham and $2,015 for aged ministers 
relief. 

It is unquestionably true that no 
other group among Baptist people 
of Mississippi, of similar number, 
are quite as active and contribute 
so much in service and in means 
as do the women w'ho make up 
Women’s Missionary Union.

Four Recent Visitors to Three For* 
rign Mission Areas Address March 
Sessiom of the Board. 

Four traveler* from three Southern Bap¬ 
tist Mission areas brought firsthand re¬ 
ports to the semi-annual meeting of the 
Foreign Mission Board on March 16. 
Meeting with the Board members were 
some of the Baptist stale secretaries and 
state editors. 

Secretary Baker J. Cauthen, who ar¬ 
rived in the States late in February 
after four years residence in China, 
outlined plans for advance In the Orient. 
“Don't think this advance program is 
going to wait,” Dr. Cauthen said. "It is 
now or not at all.” 

Secretary Everett Oill returned to the 
States early in March after -a two 
months’ tour of South American mission 
stations. "The King’s business requires 
haste.” Dr. Gill stated. We need more 
men and more equipment on mission 
fields. We have been sending mis¬ 
sionaries out like soldiers without equip¬ 
ment, to fight with their bare hands, he 
addgd. 

Dr. Josef Nordenhaug, editor of The 

Commission, spent mx weeks in Europe, 
returning to Richmond just before the 
meeting of the Board. “The little groups 
of Baptists in Europe are lost in the 
masses.”-Dr. Nordenhaug said. The new 
international seminary in Zurich is rais- 
mg Baptist morale and making Baptists 
better known. 

Mr. O. K. Armstrong. Baptist layman 
and journalist, traveled recently in both 
Europe and Latin America. One of his 
observations was a “need for spiritual 
advance to keep pace with material and 
social changes” In Latin America. 

Appointment of thirty-six new mis¬ 
sionaries brought the number under ap¬ 
pointment to 7*8. Fifteen of the new mis¬ 
sionaries were designated for Japan, 
fourteen for Spanish-speaking Latin 
America, six for Nigeria, and one for 
Arabia. 

THE ORIENT 

When the Communist army began to 
engulf China, Dr. Cauthen said in his 
report, mission boards in China followed 
one of three lines of action. Some like 
the China Inland Mission, an interna¬ 
tional organisation with about 500 mis¬ 
sionaries, are keeping their missionaries 
fct the country. Other boards felt there 
was no place for missionaries under a 
Communist regime and closed all mis¬ 
sion operations In Communist China. 

Others, Including Southern Baptists, 
took a middle-of-the-road position. Dr. 
Cauthen stated. Ttiey said: ‘This is 
serious, we cannot measure it. But it 
mdy be the only China we shall know for 
a generation.” The Foreign Mission 
Board takes the position that the mis¬ 
sionary is not a pawn to be moved 
aboqt a chessboard and that all the 
Board can do is to say to every mis¬ 
sionary: "You are a man or woman of 
God. You are to CRiina by the call of 
Ood. Let every missionary by his own 
judgement and impressions of God's 
leadership decide whether to remain or 
leave, and the Foreign Mission Board 
will give absolute support to your de¬ 
cision.” 

We have 52 missionaries In Communist 
areas of China Missionaries are free to 
• work in the cities where they live, 
although permission to travel from city 
to city Is hard to obtain. So far. Chinese 
Christians are free to carry on Christian 
activities. Only a few doctors and a few 
women rejoining their husbands have 
gained re-entry into China. 

“Do not think, or encourage anyone 
' else in thinking, that a missionary's will¬ 
ingness to work under Communists in 


China or any other country, means he is N. / yif/ 

sympathetic with Communism.”

Two missionaries are Rev. A. B. Pierce Is Preacher 
in Korea, four in Thailand, and nineteen 
in the Philippines. He mentioned Cnwn- 
pore, fourth largest city in India, as 
a possible mission center. 

The Board approved a preaching mis¬ 
sion of fifteen ministers to arrive in 
Japan the last of September and spend 
two months. 

LATIN AMERICA 

An international theological seminary 
for the Spanish-speaking republics is be¬ 
ing established in Buenos Aires, Argen¬ 
tina. It will have a board of ten mem¬ 
bers composed of four missionaries, four 
nationals and two local members. Mis¬ 
sionary W. L. Cooper was named presi¬ 
dent of the institution and Missionary 
Anne Sowell Margrett was named direc¬ 
tor of the woman's training school. 

Mission work is hampered in Columbia 
by a combination of political and re¬ 
ligious persecution. New missionaries 
cannot enter the republic. Missionaries 
in the Medellin language school must 
obtain new visas and re-enter the coun¬ 
try every three months and because 
of this inconvenience and expense the 
school is considering relocating in Cen¬ 
tral America. 

Missionary-architect Burton Davis, 
who designed and built in Fortalexa one 
of the most beautiful evangelical chur¬ 
ches in Brazil, has erected a school m 
the same city. Dr. Gill displayed a half¬ 
page clipping from a Fortaleza news¬ 
paper picturing the school and the mis¬ 
sionary builder. Favorable publicity for 
evangelical projects is unusual in the 
Catholic city. 

EUROPE 

Dr. Nordenhaug spent eight days at 
the Baptist seminary in Switzerland, 
about a week viewing Baptist work in 
Rome, and some time in other European 
cities. 

The Zurich seminary has enrolled now 
JB students from 15 different countries, 
be said, each trying Vo adjust to the 
others’ background and provincialism. 

There are roommates at the seminary 
who were prisoners of war in each other’s 
country. Italy. Dr. Nordenhaug, said, has 
about 3.000 Baptists and expects to re¬ 
port 500 baptisms for the year. 

Dr. Nordenhaug conferred with the 
president of the Hamburg Baptist semi¬ 
nary which Southern baptists gifts have 
helped. In Oslo, Norway, he visited the 
Baptist seminary which is located In the 
attic of a church which has had about 20 
students. He also visited the Baptist 
seminary m Stockholm which has 36 
students enrolled. • 

A revival of concern is needed in Eu¬ 
rope, Dr. Nordenhaug said. The people 
need to feel that the gospel must not 
only be studied, but shared with those 
around them. 

SAMUEL VILA OF SPAIN 
Unity among Baptists in Spain, achiev¬ 
ed under the agreement of the Baptist 
World Alliance in 1920, is threatened by 
the activities of Mr. Samuel Vila, ac¬ 
cording to a report from Missionary J. 

D. Hughey of Spain.

become director in Spain of the Spanish 
Christian Mission founded and directed 
by Mr. Zacarias Carles of Canada. The 
Interdenominational organization is con¬ 
sidered chiefly a schismatic Baptist 
movement in Spain. The Baptist church 
of Tarrasa of which Mr. Vila is pastor 
voted, with a large dissenting minority, 
to follow him into the Spanish Christian 
Mission and a mission point formerly be¬ 
longing to the Baptist Mission was also 
incorporated into his Mission. Other 
churches related to the Baptist Mis¬ 
sion expressed absolute adherence to the 
Baptist organisation, but Mr. Hughey 
says there is evidence that the divisive 
influence 1* being felt in some churches. 

The reason Mr. Vila gave Mr. Hughey 
for withdrawing from the Baptist Mis¬ 
sion was that he did not agree with the 
Baptist policy of self-support for the 
churches. Mr. Carles, he said, would pay 
his entire salary and the church would 
be free to do whatever it pleased with 
its money. He stated in a public meeting 
that he was joining the Carles Mission 
for reasons of personal convenience. 

Mr. Vila and the Baptist churches of 
his Mission still form a part of the 
Spanish Baptist Union, but “fundamental 
differences of procedure make genuine 
cooperation difficult If not impossible,” 
Mr. Hughey stated. 

LAUBACH INVITED TO TALK ON 
LITERACY 

Dr. Frank C. Laubach, noted authority 
on teaching Illiterates to read, will be 
asked by the Foreign Mission Board te 
address its October meeting on his 
literacy methods and techniques. The 
Board also voted to consider designating 
one missionary to study the Laubach 
methods and techniques to use in con¬ 
nection with our mission work.

THK POWUI OF THE RES1RRMTM>N 
By HIGHT C. MOORE 
The power of the resurrection is de¬ 
monstrated by the risen Christ who left 
pmpty his guarded tomb as certified by 
Luke (24:1-12) and himself appeared to 
his disciples as certified by Paul (1 Cor. 
15 > in his masterful argument affirming 
that the redemption of the soul from sin 
and of the body from death can, and 
will, be accomplished by him who died 
and rose from the dead. 

I. RESURRECTION FACT 
The gospel of the risen Christ came 
through Paul who himself received It 
with conviction, preached it with power, 
and reiterated it with fidelity. It came 
to believers who also received it, stood 
fast In their faith in it, were saved by it, 
remembered it with Joy, and so believed 
it not in vain. It came according to the 
Scriptures which tell of his atoning 
death—“Christ died for our sins - ’—and 
of his convincing and crowning resurrec¬ 
tion—“he rose again the third day.” 

U. REKCRRECriON FAITH 
The ten or twelve appearances to his 
disciples during the forty days to the 
ascension furnish proof conclusive that 
Christ rose from the dead. 

Six are here listed for any further 
verification desired: (I) To Peter which 
occurred on resurrection day; (t! to the 
twelve that night, Thomas absent, and 
again next Sunday evening with Thomas 
present; (3) to the eleven and probably 
“above five hundred brethren at once” 
on a mountain in Galilee when the Great 
Commission (Matt. 2fi: 16-241) was given; 
(4) to James, later a leader in the c hurch 
at Jerusalem; (5) to “all the apostle*!*’ 
most likely at Jerusalem and on the 
Mount of (Hives whence he ascended; 
and (•) to Paul who felt himself the 
least of all though loved of the Lord 
and laboring efficiently In his service, 
in. RESURRECTION FORECAST 
See how the rainbow of hope flames 
upon the storm cloud. 

(1) Falsehood; The Resurrection 
Denied.

All services since 1944 have 
been held in the Oak Ridge High 
School building. 


legedly blocking Federal aid to edu¬ 
cation by raising the religious issue 
was made by Rep. Graham A. Bar¬ 
den. North Carolina Democrat and 
author of a controversial aid to edu¬ 
cation bill. 

Mr. Barden, who spoke at a lunch¬ 
eon given by the Committee on Fed¬ 
eral Aid to Public Education which 
was attended by Mrs. Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt, assailed Francis Cardinal Spell¬ 
man, of New York, as a “cruel author¬ 
itarian” for his criticism of Mrs. 
Roosevelt last summer. 

The legislator charged the Catholic 
hierarchy with having tried for 30 
years to break down the wall sepa¬ 
rating Church and State. He asserted 
that “you either agree with the Rom¬ 
an Catholic hierarchy or you are 
branded as anti-Catbolic, a bigot, un- 
American or a Communist.” 

He charged the hierarchy with lead¬ 
ing the opposition to his bill, which 
would make Federal funds available to 
public but not to parochial schools. 

Mr. Barden referred to the attack 
on Mrs. Roosevelt by the cardinal be¬ 
cause of her support of the principle 
that Federal money should be used 
only for public schools. 

In his address. Rep. Barden de¬ 
clared : 

"His Eminence Cardinal Spellman 
apparently little appreciated just 
what, it means to me to be able to 
pass on to my children a good and 
untarnished name—he branded me as 
a ‘bigot,’ ‘un-American,’ as one con¬ 
ducting ‘a craven crusade' and ‘vent¬ 
ing his venom upon children.’ 

"The clock had hardly time to tick 
before other members of the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy adopted the identi¬ 
cal name-calling attack on me. An 
archbishop in faraway California 
even added to the cardinal’s outburst 
and depicted me as an example of 
Soviet Influence In the United States 
Congress. 

"Let there be no question as to 
who injected the religious issue into 
the Federal school aid problem.” 

I* her tarn, Mrs. Roosevelt de¬ 
clared that respect should be paid 
to the right of persons to obtain a 
"special education” bat that she eould 
not see the "slightest reason why 
someone else shoald pay for that kind 
af education.”

Drive Begins to End 
Obscene Literature 

TRENTON, N. J.— (RNS; —Acting oa 
orders from Attorney General Theo¬ 
dore D. Parsons, prosecutors of all >i 
counties In New Jersey have begun s 
campaign to wipe out the sale of 
obscene printed matter. 

The drive against pornography was 
begun after complaints had reached 
state authority from churches, par¬ 
ent-teacher and other groups thsi 
"sex booklets” and other hsrmftd 
material was being sold to teen-agers. 

The attorney general first met high 
state officials to study the situation. 
A few days later he called in the 
prosecutors and ordered an Immedi¬ 
ate crackdown on newsstands and 
others who distributed the objection¬ 
able material. 

Parsons warned the prosecutors that 
they must answer for any laxity la 
'enforcement of his order.

Northern Baptists, 
Disciple Merger Not 
Likely, Says Johnson 

OKLAHOMA CITY—(BP)—Dr. C. 
Oscar Johnson, president of the Bap¬ 
tist World Alliance, thinks that the 
proposed merger of Northern Bap¬ 
tists and Disciples will not be com¬ 
pleted, according to Dr. Jack Gritz, 
editor, Baptist Messenger. He quotes 
Dr. Johnson as saying, “And it is not 
desirable. This merger is not anywhere 
near consummation. I expect the mat¬ 
ter to be indefinitely postponed at 
the next Northern Baptist Convention. 
If ever accomplished, this will be in 
some far distant future.” 

Dr. Gritz interviewed Dr. Johnson 
between plane stops. Other qdfestions 
included were: "What are the present 
prospects for a large attendance at 
the Baptist World Alliance Congress in 
Cleveland this summer?” Dr. John¬ 
son replied, “We confidently antici¬ 
pate a great attendance—probably 
the largest in Alliance history. This 
will come from the United States par¬ 
ticularly. It Is still difficult for Bap¬ 
tist brethren to come from Europe 
because of currency restrictions and 
unsettled conditions generally. Wt ex¬ 
pect 00,000 at the mass rally Satur¬ 
day night. And w« do expect Presi¬ 
dent Truman to be there.” 

And, “Does Catholic attitude re 
oently reveal a sense of increased 
strength In the United States?” Dr. 
Johnson’s answer: “No, this attitude 
does not Indicate so much an In¬ 
creased strength in the United States 
on the part of Catholics as an in¬ 
creased desire for the control of pub¬ 
lic affairs. K is extremely signifi¬ 
cant. We must be alert. Blanchard's 
book and Dawson’s book an this 
should be read by all Baptiste. A oriels 
is ahead ”
